which is now in session in the ros¢ 
toom of the King Edward hotel. 

A further resolution requesting con- 


sideration of the redrafting of a more | 
elastic act dealing with better farms, 
good crops and other extension ac- | 


tivities and also urging an increase in 


the grant of money for these most im- | 


portant agricultural enterprises, was 
also passed and will be presented to 
the minister for submission at the 
next session of the provincial legis- 
lature, 

Grant Cut Down 

It was pointed ut by many of the 
delegates that in 1922 the grant from 
the provincial government totalled 
$147,000, while at the present time it 
had been reduced to $55,000, which 
Included the fixed grant to both the 
Edmonton and Calgary exhibitions, 
thus leaving only $40,000 to be dis- 
tributed amongst the various rural 
(airs of the province, 

The present grant js on a 50 per 
tent of the prize money basis for each 
fair, with a maximum of $3,000 for 
‘ach organization, It is felt that the 
Increase of 16 2-3 per cené, which 
would only amount to approximately 
$7,000, would materially ald in raising 
the standard of fairs and alto do 
much to put some of the smaller ones 
1 @ sounder footing. 

In respect to the increase of grants 


for extension work, the convention was ; 


unanimous in its opinion of the need 
along these lines stressing the present 
‘wakening in crop and home tmprove- 
ments and in the extension activities 
of the better farms, good crops, live- 
stock club work, etc., as an example 
The association also felt. that whereas 
many of the districts have to deal 
with both irrigated and dry farming 
conditions, the present act dealing 
with the financial grant for this work 
was far too small to successfully cope 
with the conditions prevailing. 
Open Discussion 

An open discussion under the head- 
ing, “Fower and Better Fairs,” was 
held, in which many of the delegates 
took part. ‘The discussion was led by 
E. W. Bjorkland, Red Deer, who was 
supported by J. B. Nixen, Mid Pem- 
bina, Jno, Wilson, Innisfail, and J, De 
Long, Busby. 

During the discussion on the floor 
of the convention, Hon. George Hoad- 
ley’s plea for centralization of country 
fairs, was upheld and the trend of 
opinion appeared to be highly in favor 
of amalgamating many of the smaller 
fairs in an effort to raise the standard 
of exhibits and also to increase the 
attendance to a greater degree. 

Several of the delegates, however, 
urged careful consideration of the 
matter before any steps were taken 
to put the centralization scheme into 
effect, stating that the matter could 
be carried too far as the number of 
rural fairs in Alberta had already 
been cut down to an alarming extent. 

It is quite likely that a resolution 
urging amalgamation of the smaller 
fairs in the various districts, will be 
put before the convention before the 
session closes Wednesday afternoon, by 
€, W. Bjorkland, leader in the move- 
ment for centralization.

CANADA ESCAPED THIS 


Germany has a new problem on hand, 
as the result of having given asylum to 
the Mennonite refugees who wanted to 
come to Canada from Russia. An epi- 
demic has broken out among the children 
of these unfortunate migrants and is 
carrying off large numbers of them, 
largely because their faith-cure mothers 
refuse to call in doctors when the children 
get sick. 

With every sympathy for these dis- 
tressed wanderers, Canadians will see in 
this situation a cause for gratitude that 
the scheme to bring them to Canada was 
headed off. People who do not believe 
either in educating their children or in 
providing them with medical. attention 
when it is needed, may be entitled to hold 
their peculiar views, but they are better 
left to practice them somewhere else. 


A PUBLIC DUTY 


The Canadian Federation of the Blind 
is making representations to the Domin- 
ion Government with a view to getting a 
Blind Persons’ bill put through parlia- 
ment. It is to be supposed—and hoped— 
that the object of the bill is to provide 
pensions for this sorely afflicted class of 
people. In that event there should be little 
trouble persuading the Government to pre- 
sent the bill or parliament to pass it. 

It is far from creditable that, in a 
country so prosperous as Canada, people 
who are handicapped in this particularly 
cruel way should have to peddle news- 
papers and pencils on the streets to eke 
out an existence. That such is the case 
must be charged to negligence, rather 
than parsimony. Parliament ought to re- 
move this reproach promptly, and will no 
doubt do so. 


A DEMAND FOR MORE? 


Ottawa foresees a lively and probably 
prolonged debate on the subject of nat- 
ural resources. This means, no doubt,

stone in this province, why maintain the 
tradition that Provincial Government 
buildings must be built of this material? 
It is possible to pay too much for uniform- 
ity. There are in Edmonton, at Medicine 
Hat, at Redcliff, and perhaps elsewhere in 
Alberta, brick yards, at which a very fine 
type of vitrified brick is manufactured.

WINNIPEG, Man., Jan, 8—Buying
